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REPORT ON INDIAN—UGANDAN COMMUNIQUE ON OBOTE VISIT 
EA302040 Kampala Domestic Service in English 1700 A Nov 81 


[Excerpts] Uganda's initiative to promote regional cooperation in East Africa and 
with other neighboring countries has been noted with admiration. In a joint communi- 
que today at the end of President Obote’s visit to India, Prime Minister Mrs Indira 
Gandhi described the step as a move to stability and economic progress. President 
Obote, on the other hand, expressed his appreciation of India's unwavering support 
for the cause of African liberation. 


The two leaders expressed their confidence that strict observance of the principles 
of nonalignment would contribute to the strengthening cf international peace and 
security. To this end, Uganda and India pledged to work together in accordance with 
the decision of the New Delhi nonaligned Soreign ministers conference held last 
February. 


President Obote appreciated India's initiative to establish durable peace and to 
promote economic cooperation among the neighboring countries. He expressed deep 
admiration for the outstanding progress and all-round development achieved by India 
under the leadership of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 


The president and his host called on the foreign powers to progressively reduce 
and finally eliminate their military presence from the Indian Ocean. They noted 
that the prospect for the early convening of the Indian Ocean conference in Sri 
Lanka this year is essential, but, they said, Uganda and India will endeavor to 
bring about the implementation of the 1971 UN resolution on the Indian Ocean as a 
zone of peace. They counted on the cooperation of the other like-minded states. 
Dr 


Noting the widening gap between the developed and the developing countries, 
and Mrs Gandhi stressed the urgent need to bring about factual changes in the present 
inequitable international economic system. They also stressed the need 

measures to stabilize and improve commodity prices and affect transfer of energy re- 
sources from the developed to the developing countries. 


The two leaders emphasized the need to counter the growing trend toward protection- 
ism, saying this makes it increasingly difficult for the devleoping countries to have 
access to the markets of the developed countries. Mrs Gandhi and her guest wel- 
comed the consensus involved at the UN on international development strategy for 

the third development decade. 














The two expressed the hope that global negotiations on international economic cooper- 
ation for development would be initiated at an early date. It was also their hope 
that discussions of the recent Mexico summit in Cancun will —now provide the neces- 
sary political emphasis to overcome the present deadlock. 


President Obote and Prime Minister Gandhi expressed satisfaction over the signing of 
a number of agreements between their countries during the state visit. They said 
the signing of those documents reflected the close and friendly relations between the 
two countries and the principles contained in the economic declaration xf the sixth 
nonaligned summit. This stipulates that economic cooperation among nonaligned de- 
veloping countries is an important part of the struggle for the establishment of a 
new international economic order. 


President Obote thanked the president of India and the government and people of India 
for the warm hospitality extended to him and his delegation during their visit. He 
extended an invitation to the president and to the prime minister of India to visit 
Uganda. His invitation is now accepted. 


Dr Obote had also held wide-ranging discussions on international and regional issues 
with Mrs Indira Gandhi.. They reviewed their cowmtries" bilateral relations and 
discussed ways and means of developing them further. 


The presidents’ talks were attended by the high-powered delegation of ministers and 
high-ranking personalities that accompanied him to India.

U.S. FOREIGN POLICY IN CONFLICT WITH WORLD PUBLIC INTEREST 
Jakarta PELITA in Indonesian 24 Oct 81 pp 1, 7 


{[Article: “Panelist General (Ret) Soemitro: U.S. Foreign Poli.» in Conflict 
With World Public Interest”) 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, PELITA--General (Ret) Soemitro thinks that among Aserican 
foreign policy objectives at present are the desire to restore the image of 
America as a superpower which can be trusted and displaying real strategic mili- 
tary capacity balancing Russia. In this effort, during the present period of 
transition, Reagan is forcing NATO and Japan to increase their defense capacities 
as a part of an attitude of watchfulness in the security sector and seeking a 
strong bargaining position looking toward negotiations with Russia. 


Speaking as a panelist in the panel discussion held by the "National University 
Political Science Student Study Forum” on Friday [23 October] at Jalan Diponegoro 
78, Jakarta, the former commander of KOPKAMTIB [Security and Order Command] also 
mentioned “the effort to reduce international economic involvement by connecting 
it to U.S. strategic and global interests” as a part of the Reagan foreign 
policy objectives. 


Starting from the weakness of the previous, Carter administration, which he con- 
sidered inadequate, U.S. foreign policy as implemented now, he felt, was offensive 
and vocal. It was offensive in the sense of adopting old positions and talking 
about Russian efforts to expand, and vocal in the sense of creating ddmestic and 
foreign public opinion beneficial to it. 


In the discussion on the theme of “The Reagan Foreign Policy and Its Implications 
for the International World,” Soemitro expressed the view that because of the way 
U.S. foreign policy was being implemented it appeared to be displaying an arrogant 
attitude and seeing issues in “black and white” terms, as in the cold war period 
of the past. 


In reviewing the background of the foreign policy which it is now following, he 
went on to mention Reagan's private characteristics, which reflect a tough and 
firm will, while also having great persuasive capacities. As a consequence, he 


carries out his promises as far as possible, although his policies will lead to 
conflict and have other implications for the international world. 








There were two matters which he emphasized in considering the implications of the 
Reagan foreign policy at present. First, he said, world issues at present are 
humanitarian in character, in which the major objective is to reduce poverty, 
backwardness, etc., through construction activity in the developing countries 

and through cooperation or even aid from the developed countries. Secondly, all 
developed, noncommunist countries are facing difficult, sensitive, and disturbing 
problems caused by the energy crisis, the recession, etc., with the result that 
the survival of these countries and of their political systems are given first 
priority. 


In view of these two world tendencies the Reagan foreign policy has clear implica- 
tions in Western Europe, Japan, the Middle East, the Chinese People's Republic, 
and the Asian area, as well as in the rest of the Third World. 


According to Soemitro, the Reagan foreign policy will have interesting conse- 
quences particularly for the Third World, especially if America cannot adjust 
itself very well to the demands and interests of those countries. 


There are strong indications, he said, that the role of the World Bank, in which 
America has a veto cight, will decline and that the economic assistance of the 
developed countries to the Third World will be channeled through the specialized 
agencies of the UN. 


"If the independent and nonaligned nucleus is not strong enough, it can be pre- 
dicted that the Third World will become a forum for Russian efforts. Also very 
interesting will be the sales of weapons to the countries of the Third World, 
which is a source of local tensions,” he said. 


"Thus, it is clear that American foreign policy at present is in conflict with 
the public interests of the world outside the commmist bloc. However, on the 
other hand,” he said, “people are aware that a weak America will have the conse- 
quence of a loss of equilibrium between the superpowers and will provide an 
opportunity for Russia to achieve its objectives without restriction, that is, 

a world revolution leading to a world communist society. On the other hand, in 
the absence of 4 wise attitude on the part of America, the time may come when it 
will be ‘a lonesome cowboy’ who will be avoided and abandoned by its aliies and 
particularly by the developing countries and the Third World." 


“How Indonesia will respond to American foreign policy, with all its positive 
influences as well as its excesses, should be considered in a careful manner,” 
he said.

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VISIT OF PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATION TO CHINA 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 6 Nov 81 pp 1, 12 


[Article: “Impressions of Parliamentary Delegation to Beijing; Chinese Prize 
Minister Says We Are Happy That You Have Come Here™] 


{Text} Jakarta, 5 November--The Indonesian parliamentary delegation which 
recently visited Beijing to attend the conference on population which was held 
by the UN in that communist country, received no “special” welcome or a specific 
reception, as was previously anticipated. Everything proceeded normally. 


Sabam Sirait, a member of the Indonesian parliamentary delegation, in his stace- 
ment to SINAR HARAPAN Thursday [5 November] in Jakarta, said that a few days 
before the delegation arrived in Hong Kong to transit on the way to Beijing the 
local newspapers there carried rather sensational articles reporting the visit of 
the Indonesian delegation to mainland China. And a few diplomats from ASEAN coun- 
tries had occasion to comment that the Indonesian delegation would certainly 
receive special attention and treatment from their hosts. However, on the basis 
of their experience while attending the conference from 27 to 3 October 1981, 
they had no special treatment, apart from the welcome they received from their 
two “guides™ as English and Indonesian-language interpreters. 


The Indonesian delegation to Beijing consisted of Dr T. Iswari from the Punctional 
Development Faction (chairman of the delegation), Dr Emilia Lun Hadaitullah 
(Functional Development Faction), Dr Soemari Prawirowlyono (Armed Forces Faction), 
Dr H. Zaidan Djauhary (Development Unity Faction), accompanied by the secretary of 
the delegation, Dr Agen Ginting. 


While in Beijing the delegation had no direct contacts with the Giinese leaders, 
apart from exchanging greetings with Prime Minister Zhao Ziyang at the reception 
concluding the conference. According to Sabam, the Chinese prime minister 
appeared tired because he had just returned from attending the meeting of developed 
and developing countries at Cancun, Mexico. When he shook hands with our delega- 
tion, he only said, “We are happy that you have come here.” 


There was no contact with the Chinese leaders, because the agenda of the delega- 
ticn during the conference was very crowded. The conference was held in the Great 
Hall of the People, near Tienanmen Square, attended by participants from India, 
Japan, the Philippines, Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore, Thailand, Bangladesh, 

Iran, Iraq, Jordan, Syria, Cyprus, the United States, Australia, and Egypt. Several 
Western European countries also attended in the capacity of observers. 











Dr Soedjatmoko from Indonesia, who is now rector of in 
Tokyo, attended to present a paper, together with former Japanese Prime Minister 
Pukuda . 


According to Sabam, the most important thing to come out of the conference was 
its issuance of the “Beijing Declaration” on population and development whose 
main points were the joint determination of all concerned to build a good and 
prosperous world for all peoples. To that end international justice was 

in the economic field. In connection with population, it wes emphasized that the 
rate of population growth can be further controlled and, as such as possible 
should be brought down to a 1 percent birth rate. 


Third Time 


The conference itself was a continuation of the first world populati.— conference 
which was held in Bucharest in 1974. 


With the visit of the Indonesian delegation, which used diplomatic passports, it 
was noted that this was the third time that Indonesian citizens had set foot on 
mainland China since Sino-Indonesian diplomatic relations were broken in 1965. 

Two delegations which visited China in 1978 were a trade delegation (from the 
Chamber of Trade and Industry) and a sports delegation led by Dr Sudirman, when 
he was still general chairman of the PBSI [All-Indonesian Badminton Union], but 
in his capacity .s vice president of the International Badminton Federation (IBF).

AUSTRALIAN DEFENSE ASSISTANCE DECLINES

[Article: "Defense Assistance Aid from Australia to Indonesia Declines" ] 


[Text] Canberra, HARIAN UMUM AB--Military assistance from Australia to Indonesia 
for fiscal year 1981/1982 will decline by A$1.1 million. The assistance, which is 
contained in the Defense Cooperation Program (DCP) between Australia and 
Indonesia, amounted to A$11.9 million for 1980/1981, while the budget allocation 
for 1981/1982 will only amount to A$10.8 million. 


According to Allan Thomson, a senior official in the Australian Department of 
Defense, the reduction in the total amount of aid does not mean a reduction in the 
cooperation between the two countries. Defense cooperation between Australia and 
Indonesia, on the contrary, will increase even further in the future, in view of 
the importance of Indonesia for Australia as its nearest neighbor to the North. 


“Although at present it is felt that the danger from China has rather slackened, 
because it appears that China can now be more fully trusted, the other Communist 
threat from the Soviet Union is still growing," he said. 


In the Defense Cooperation Program with Indonesia it is stated that Indonesia has 
made a request for three more patrol/escort ships from Australia. Projects which 
are currently in the course of implementation involve the overhaul of several 
Hercules C-130 aircraft by QANTAS Airlines in Sydney and carrying out a survey and 
map-making program covering Irian Jaya and Maluku, In addition, Indonesia has 
obtained the services of eight technical advisers who have been assigned to the 
Indonesian Air Force. 


Since the Defense Cooperation Program between Australia was begun in 1968, some 
1,220 Indonesian military personnel have been trained in Australia, including 70 
in fiscal year 1980/1981. This year it is estimated that about 70 more military 
personnel will undergo training in Australia. 


One aspect of the Defense Cooperation Program between Australia and Indonesia is 
the holding of joint naval exercises. The joint exercises have been held since 
1972. Last year joint exercises between the two navies were held, using several 
of each country's warships in Indonesian territorial waters in November. In 1978 
the exercise was held in the Java Sea, while in the previous year (1977) the 
military exercise was held in Australian waters. 











Military assistance from Australia to Indonesia in the framework of the DCP also 
included the delivery of 16 Sabrejet aircraft, together with spare parts, training, 
and technical assistance over a 7-year period (1973-1980). This assistance 

helped the Indonesian Air Force in raising the level of its logistical performance 
and in maintaining the aircraft. 


To help Indonesia defend against smuggling, Australia has also provided aid in 
the form of 2 patrol/escort ships, 12 Noman aircraft, and 6 16-meter long small 
patrol boats. According to present plans 6 other Nomad aircraft will be provided 
by the end of 1981. 


In addition, 12 Sioux helicopters, fully equipped and with spare parts and train- 
ing, were provided to Indonesia between 1977 and 1980. The helicopters were 
stationed in Bogor and used to train helicopter pilots for the Indonesian Armed 
Forces. 


About 250 Landrover type vehicles, together with spare parts for 2 years, were 
provided last year. Of this total 120 vehicles were directly delivered to 
Indonesia by the Australian Navy ship, HMAS Jervis Bay, in October, 1980. 


Military assistance from Australia to Indonesia in the Defense Cooperation Program 
of the two countries began with fiscal year 1972/1973. “This is an important 
part of good relations between Australia and Indonesia," Thomson said, in com- 
pleting his statement.

BIOGRAPHIC INFORMATION ON INDONESIAN PERSONALITIES

AIR MARSHAL SOEDHARMONO--Air Marshal Soedharmono took his oath of office under 
the Koran when he was installed in his new duties as secretary general of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs on Friday [23 October] in the Cipta Loka Hall on 
Jalan Pejambon, Jakarta. In the presence of Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar 
Kusumaatmadja Soedharmono repeated the words of the minister in taking his oath 
of office in the presence of senior officers of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
Air Marshal Soedharmono was born in Surakarta, 18 May 1928. He began is military 
career in East Java by joining a unit of the Students’ Army. His military train- 
ing has included the basic military training course, the navigation training 
course, the Air Force advanced navigation course in India, the strategic studies 
course, and the staff training course with the Royal Air Force in England. Posi- 
tions which he has held include those of navigation officer in the Transport 
Squadron in Bandung, chief of the general staff of the Education Department of 
the Air Force, operations officer in West Java, assistant director and then 
director at Air Force Headquarters in Jakarta, commander of Joint Forces at the 
Headquarters of the Mandala Siaga Command in Makasar in carrying out Operation 
Trikora in Irian .aya. He was air attache in the Indonesian Embassy in Canberra 
from 1964-1966, commanding general of the Air Force staff and command school in 
Lembang [West Java], deputy commander of Defense Area II, chief of staff for 
operations in HANKAM [Ministry of Defense and Security], and finally (from 1977 
to July, 1981) Indonesian ambassador to the Philippines. While he was assigned to 
HANKAM, Soedharmono was better known as an expert on the law of the sea and was a 
member of the Indonesian Delegation to the Law of the Sea Conference and deputy to 
Prof Mochtar Kusumaatmadja.

AIR COMMODORE SUMAKNO ISWADI--Based on Letter of Decision of the Minister of 
Defense and Security No SKEP/976/VIII/1981, dated 21 August 1981, on Thursday, 
22 October 1981 in the hall of the Headquarters of the National Air Defense 
Command [MAKOHANUDNAS] the post of chief of staff of KOHANUDNAS was transferred 
from Air Commodore Sobirin Misbach to his replacement, Air Commodore Sumakno 
Iswadi. The transfer of office was reported to the commander of KOHANUDNAS, Air 
Commodore Iskandar, and was attended by senior staff officers from the National

He was later successively assigned to 
Wing ‘)perations 002 at Abdulrachman Saleh Air Force Base; to Squadron 11 at 
Iswahyudi; to Squadron 11, Wing Operations 002, at Abdulrachman Saleh; as ground 
instructor on the "Cakra-3" in Wing Operations 002 (1963); as a pilot in Air 
Defense Wing 300 (1964); as commander of Education Unit 005 in the Air Force

DR H ABDULLAH SILONDAE--The governor of Southeast Sulawesi, Dr H Abdullah 
Silondae, died on Tuesday [3 November] at Gatot Subroto Army Hospital in Jakarta. 
The deceased, who was born in Kendari (capital of Southeast Sulawesi) on 16 Octo- 
ber 1928, had been suffering for several months from a serious liver disease which 
required treatment in the United States, That is why the inspector general of the 
Ministry of Internal Affairs, Eddy Sabara, on 24 October was appointed acting 
governor of Southeast Sulawesi to handle the ongoing government of the province. 
The remains of the deceased were flown back to Kendari, accompanied by Acting 
Governor Eddy Sabara, for burial. Previously, a commemorative ceremony was held at 
the Ministry of Internal Affairs by Minister of Internal Affairs Amir Machmud, 
after the remains lay in state for one day at the Office of the Government of the 
Province of Southeast Sulawesi at Jalan Sumenep 4.

[Article: "Vice Minister Martono: Government Must Immediately Apply Local 
Transmigration Program" ] 





[Excerpt] Jakarta, KOMPAS--In addition to the national transmigration program the 
government must immediately apply a local transmigration program in the form of 
moving people between the provinces outside Java. This was stated by Vice Minis-— 
ter for Transmigration Affairs Martom, after reporting to President Soeharto at 
the Bina Graha offices on Monday [2 November]. 





According to Martono, carrying out local transmigration or resettlement is parti- 
cular!y needed in Lampung Province, so that the average landltolding in the future 
in this area will not drop below 0.5 hectares. The Lampung residents involved live 
in an area stretching from South Lampung to Central Lampung. 


It is clear that Central Lampung is not capable of taking care of all of the 
excess population of South Lampung, so that people will have to be sent farther, 
to North Lampung. Even the area of North Lampung cannot take care of all of the 
excess population, with the result that the transmigration project in Baturaja 
(South Sumatra) has been forced to be expanded by 10,000 mre hectares, Martom 
says. 


By the middle of April, 1980, it was estimated that 35,000 families residing in 
Lampung had to be rehoused to prevent damage to the surrounding area. It was 
estimated that this total wuld continue to rise as a result of the growing flood 
of spontaneous transmigrants, Out of the total number mentioned above only atout 
5,000 families were retoused in 1980. For that purpose President Soeharto provided 
help in the form of an allocation of Rp 1.37 billion. 


The same situation exists in North Sumatra. That is, it is necessary to resettle 
former estate agricultural workers and workers from the Asahan project. At present 
there are about 10,000 workers employed at the Asahan project. When this project 
is completed, it is estimated that only about 3,000 workers will still be needed. 
Thus, there will be 7,000 workers unemployed who will have to be resettled. 


Furthermore, Martone says that there are now between 3,000 and 4,000 estate agri- 
cultwral workers who have completed their work contracts, According to the 
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provisions of the contracts when their agreements come to an end, they must return 
to Java at the expense of the estate agricultural firm involved. 


The problem now is that it is better for them to be rehoused in another area of 
North Sumatra or in another place outside of Java. However, if they do not return 
to Java, the estate agricultural firm involved will not be willing to pay the cost 
of their return to Java. 


Therefore, Martono is suggesting to the estate agricultural firms concerned to 

pay the cost of the return trip to Java, even though in fact they will not return 
there. The money can later be used for their initial living expenses when they are 
rehoused. 


According to information obtained by KOMPAS, the return fare to Java for estate 
agricultural workers who have completed their work contracts is about Rp 150,000 
for a worker and his family.

TIMORESE FAMILY REUNIFICATION VIEWED

[Article: “Question of Reuniting East Timor Families; Indonesia Continues To Hold 
Firm to Its Concept and Definition") 


[Text] Jakarta, 4 November--It is not true that Indonesia is not preparing a plan 
for the reunification of members of East Timor families whe are still in the 
province with members of their families who are now in Australia. 


As is known, many people of East Timor fled to Australia and remained there when 
the conflict broke out in the province at the end of 1975. 


A high-ranking official of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs who is handling the 
reunification of East Timor families stated to SINAR HARAPAN on Tuesday 

[3 November] that in 1978 a series of conversations were held between the 
Indonesian and Australian governments to discuss a plan for the reunification of 
East Timor families. ‘The conversations did not succeed because there was a dif- 
ference of opinion between the two sides, not only regarding the number of people 
from East Timor who would be sent to Australia to be reunited with their families, 
but also regarding the definition and concept of these families. 


The meeting on 2 November 1978 broke down because tiie Australian side was unable 
to agree on the total number of 101 persons (70 cases) which Indonesia regarded 
as meeting the conditions for the definition and concept of a family. 


Meanwhile, the Australian side presented the figure of 625 persons (266 cases). 
That figure was reached after a reduction from the original figure of 633 cases, 
involving 2,422 persons. 


After the matter was investigated in East Timor, it turned out that of the 266 
cases involving 625 persons only 215 cases could be found, involving 511 persons. 
In the Indonesian view, of that total the number who met the conditions for the 


reunification of families, according to the "Agreed Summary Record," of 
25-26 July 1978 only totaled 70 cases involving 101 persons. 


The official said that Indonesia continues to hold firmly to the definition of a 
family, that is, consisting of the parents, children, and grandparents and grand- 
children of the two families involved. Meanwhile, Australia has a rather loose 
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definition of family, which also includes relatives by marriage, a view which is 
rejected by Indonesia. 


However the case may be, when he visited Australia in December 1978, the Indo- 
nesian minister of foreign affairs decided to continue with the plan for the 
reunification of East Timor families, while awaiting a resolution of the dif- 
ference of opinion mentioned above. On this basis Indonesia agreed to permit 
the departure of the total of 101 persons. However, Australia rejected some of 
them for medical or documentary reasons. 


Later on, Indonesia also agreed to permit the departure of a number of people who 
were not included in the total number originally agreed to. In April 1979, a 
total of 83 persons left East Timor for Australia. After April 1979, a group of 
122 persons also left for Australia. These last two groups vere allowed to depart, 
not on the basis of family reunification, but on the basis of ordinary immigration 
procedure. This was because the Australian government at the time had recognized 
on a de facto basis the incorporation of East Timor into Indonesia. 


The official at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs pointed out clearly that the 
Indonesian government had shown good will without holding too strongly to the 
terms of the juridical definition. And now the Indonesian government is no 
longer prepared to discuss the matter of reunification of East Timor families 
because that is usually done only in the case of areas which are affected by 
disturbances. Such conditions are no longer to be found in East Timor. The 
Australian government itself has recognized in de facto fashion the integration 
of East Timor into Indonesia. 


At present the Ministry of Foreign Affairs official also thinks that what caused 
the latest complications in Australia was the remarks of a high Australian offi- 
cial. To begin with, Australian Minister for Immigration McKillen visited 
Indonesia in September 1978. At that time he raised the question of the reunifi- 
cation of families with the Indonesian minister of foreign affairs, without paying 
attention to the fact that, in reality, there had been no final agreement reached 
on the figures involved between the two countries. 


When McKillen returned to Canberra, he indicated, without paying attention to the 
facts, that the 600 persons whom the Austraiians had proposed would be reunited 
with their families in Australia before Christmas at the end of that year. This 


statement aroused false hopes, whereas there had not yet been an agreement 
between the two sides. 


Since then the question of reunification of East Timor families has remained an 
issue involving public opinion with Australian officials, and particularly with 
Minister for Foreign Affairs Street. 


The Indonesian official in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs said that Indonesia 
hoped that the Australian people would be given an explanation of the true back- 
ground of the reunification of families. ver, we do not know whether this 
would be politically advantageous within Australia," the official said.

INCREASING NUMBER OF PREGNANT WOMEN 


Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 5 Nov 81 pp 1, 12 


[Article: "Dr Haryono Suyono: There Appears to Be an Increasing Number of 
Pregnant Women"™] 


[Excerpts] Yogyakarta, KOMPAS--Dr Haryono Suyono confirmed the view that at 
present there appears to be an increasing number of pregnant women, especially 
among young couples. The deputy chairman of the BKKBN (National Family Planning 
Coordination Body) admitted that the tendency was quite clear. 


He set forth two kinds of reasons to clarify the emergence of this sign. First, 
there is an increase in the number of young couples in the fertile age group 
(PUS) in the 1980's by about 40 to 45 percent, compared to data for 1971. The 
increase occurred among children born after the independence war. Those who were 
born in the 1960‘s at present are at the height of their fertile years. Thus, it 
is these couples who are “affecting pregnancies in the 1980's." 


The second reason is the success of development, which has made one community 
group feel better off and be sure of meeting its living requirements. Therefore, 
those who originally felt it was not so necessary to have many children, with the 
improvement in private welfare then decided to become pregnant again. 


He made the foregoing comment on this question after the opening of a national 
seminar on the small family at the Bulaksumur Campus of the University of Gadjah 
Mada in Yogyakarta. Dr Haryono said that because the tendency exists for an 
increased number of women to become pregnant, the BKKBN, after considering the 
problem, is presently increasing its campaign to limit women to becoming pregnant 
three times, among the members of the family planning [KB] program. 


Speaking openly and frankly, Haryono Suyomo admitted that there are always mis- 
takes in calculating the participants in the KB program. This is particularly 
the case if the estimate involves village and remote areas. As an example he 
mentioned an experience last month when he received a report on an increase in the 
number of KB participants in West Nusa Tenggara amounting to 400 percent. He 
doubted such a level of success, and an inspection team was sent to West Tenggara. 
It turned out that the increase in the number of participants was in fact based 
on an estimate. As a matter of fact, in that area midwives were being selected to 
provide training centers, and ‘dozens of midwives were sent into the villages to 
fit contraceptive devices. 
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“Whenever there is something unusual, we certainly will look into it again. We 
cannot just trust what we hear,” he said. Specifically to reduce the incidence of 
mistakes like that, the central office of the BKKBN always screens the data on 
acceptors from four aspects. The aspects are the population census, reports from 
village officials, reports of village chiefs, and logistical reports from the BKKBN 
warehouse, in order to obtain data on the number of contraceptive devices which 
have been distributed. 


By carrying on research by using the four kinds of reports mentioned above, it is 
hoped that the correctness of the figures will be increasingly accepted. Haryono 
Suyomo said that he was a follower of open management. That is, everyone is 
allowed to know, from the beginning, all aspects of his plans. "If we fail, every- 
one will kmw. If we are successful, everyone will finally kmw, also,” he said. 


The deputy chairman of the BKKBN added, “basically, we are different from certain 
offices or ministries, which only dare to make public the success of their pro- 
grams, but someone outside the office never knows what went wrong with their 
programs." 
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BOOKS BY EX-DETAINEE PRAMUD'/A BANNED 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Irdonesian 23 Oct 81 pp 1, 12 
[Article: “Books by Pramudya Banned Because They May Cause Unrest") 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, 23 October--Minister of Information Ali Murtopo on Thursday 
(22 October] stated that the books "Bumi Manusia" [The Land of Humanity] and 
“Anak Segaia Bangsa” [Child of All Nations], written by Pramudya Ananta Tur when 
the writer was “residing” on Pulau Buru, after having been reviewed by social, 
cultural, and literary experts, have been found to contain elements which my 
create fear among the community (due to insinuations). 


According to the minister of information, in the two books by the former detainee 
who was involved in the G.30.S/PKI affair [abortive communist-led coup attempt in 
1965] Pramudya sought to create fear in the community, suggesting that it was only 
his theories which were closest to the truth. Thus, he suggested that his 
theories needed to be followed and, if not, all other, existing theories would 

be wrong, Ali Murtopo said. 


The minister of information made the foregoing statement in the final portion of 
his speech before those attending the symposium on political education for the 

younger generation at the Hotel Kartika Chandra in Jakarta. The minister added 
that for the reasons stated above the printing permit for the two books had been 
cancelled. The cancellation was required because, if this had not been done, it 


could have led to social unrest which finally could have developed into criminal 
activity, he said. 


"Now, before unrest develops to that point, it would be better for us to stop it 
as of now,” the minister said. 


As is generally known, the first authority to disapprove publication of the books 
was the secretary general of the Ministry of Education and Culture, Soetanto 
Wiryoprasanto, who was followed in his disapproval of the books by “Discussion 
Group 17." In the statement issued by the group it was stated that if the books 
were not withdrawn from circulation, it was feared that they might have a negative 
influence on the younger generation and the solidity of the New Order. Through 
cultural channels, according to the group, the younger generation can be poisoned 
unwittingly by books which teach that communist ideology is not dangerous. In 
fact, communism is a latent threat to the Indonesian nation. And this appears to 
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be clearly implied in Pramudya's two books referred to above, according to the 
statement of “Discussion Group 17.” 


On 29 May 1981 the attorney general, Dr Ismail Saleh, officially prohibited the 
circulation of the two books. People who hold, own, and sell the books are 
required to turn them over to the local prosecutor's office. 


“After careful study it appears that in a skillful way and with a clever pen the 
author, in a smoothly finished and covert way, through the use of historical 


data, has been able to slip the teachings of Marxism-Leninism into the books,” 
the attorney general said.

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OIL EXPLORATION INCREASES 
Jakarta WARTA PERTAMINA in Indonesian No 4, Sep 81 pp 10, 11 


[Excerpts] This is an important day with the signature of three product sharing 
agreements between Pertamina and five companies which will work in three off 
contract areas in Blocks B and C. With the signature of the three contracts 
number of product sharing contractors now operating is 49, compared to three 
tractors functioning under contracts of work and 11 contracts on a 50-50 basis, 
which are cperating in 65 working areas. This was stated by Minister of Mining 
and Energy Subroto on the occasion of the signature of the three product sharing 
agreements with five foreign oil firms in the hall of the Ministry of Mining 
Energy on 27 August 1981. 





The minister said that among the contractors mentioned above 17 were now 
duction. We continue to urge production of oil, considering the fact that o 
reserves in Indonesia are still sufficient. At present 40 oil-bearing basins 
[cekungan] have been discovered. Of these, 10 basins are already being worked 
intensively and are even in production; 11 new basins are in the first phase of 
being worked; and the remaining 19 basins have not yet been worked at all. Thus, 
there are still considerable possibilities for oil to be found in Indonesia. 


The three product sharing agreements were signed with Offshore Oil NL, from 
Australia, and Oxoco International Inc, from Canada; Trend Energi Kalimantan Ltd 
and Sedco Indonesia Inc; and Amoco (Indonesia) Barito Petroleum Company from the 
United States. 


Offshore O11 N L and Oxoco International Inc 


These two companies will operate in the working area offshore from Asahan, North 
Sumatra, amounting to 7,445 km*. During the first 6 years the companies will 
spend about $54.9 million. There will be a production bonus of $7 million when 
the production level is at 25,000 barrels per day and $25 million at a production 
level of 50,000 barrels per day. 


Trend Energi Kalimantan and Sedco International Inc 


These contractors will operate in the South Barito working area in Block B, South 
Kalimantan, covering 7,725 km¢. During the first 6 years the companies will spend 
no less than $59 million for exploration costs. In the contract it is also pro- 

vided that the contractor must pay an information bonus of $15 million, $5 million 
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of which will be paid after the begizming of commercial production. The produc- 
tion bonus will be $4 million at a production level of 25,000 barrels per day, 


$8 million at a production level of 50,000 barrels per day, and $10 million at a 
production level of 75,000 barrels per day. 





Amoc» (Indonesia) “arito Petroleum Company 


This company has obtained an operating area in South Barito, Block C, covering 
7,220 kw4. Like the other contractors, during the first 6 years exploration 
costs will total no less than $77 million. The information bonus which must be 
paid by the contractor is $4.2 million, $5 million after the beginning of com- 
mercial production, and $7 million on the profit after taxes. At the production 
level of 20,000 barrels per day the contractor is required to pay a bonus of $5 
million, $10 million at a production level of 40,000 barrels per dzy, $40 million 
at a production level of 100,000 barrels per day, and $60 million at a production 
level of 200,000 barrels per day. 


Other Provisions 


--All exploration, investment, and production costs will be borne by the contrac- 
tor. 


--The contractors will recover all operational costs from production, and the 
division of the product between Indonesia and the contractor will be on the basis 
of 85/15 for oil and 70/30 for natural ges. 


--The contractors are required to pay the companies tax and the tax on production, 
dividends, and royalties, directly to the government. 


-~-Regarding the oil sales aspect, Pertamina has the option of selling to the 
contractor the portion of oil to which it is entitled, so that the portion of the 
oil which is sold or received by Pertamina will be no less than 50 percent of 
overall production. 


--If oil is found, the contractors will provide 10 percent of its interest for the 
participation of an Indonesian company, which will be designated by Pertamina. 


--The contractors w*’i be prepared to provide 28.57 percent of their portion of 

the production for refining in Indonesia and will construct an oil refinery or a 
petrochemical project in Indonesia when there is no available refinery capacity, 
when their portion of the oil exceeds 175,000 barrels per day. 


--The contractors are required to provide oil for domestic supply purposes on a 
proportional basis at a price of $0.20 per barrel after the fifth year of produc- 
tion. 


--The original working area mentioned above will be gradually returned to the 
government until, by the end of the sixth year, it will not exceed 20 to 25 per- 
cent of the area. 


With the signature of the three new product sharing agreements, by the end of 
August, 1981, a total of nine new product sharing agreements had been signed this 
year.

COUNTRY TO HAVE THREE OIL, GAS CONTRACT CONSORTIA BY 1988

{[Article: "Three Indonesian Consortia of Contractors Formed in Oil and Gas 
Sector" ] 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, KOMPAS--By 1988 Indonesia will have three consortia of con- 
tractors capable of handling high technology projects in the oil and natural gas 
sector. Also by 1988, as a result, foreign contractors in the oil and natural 
gas sector will not be absolutely needed in Indonesia. 


To this end, at present there are three consortia of contractors which will work 
with foreign contractors in the oil and natural gas sector. The three consortia will 
learn from foreign contractors and in a phased manner will take over the tech- 
nology they have. The three consortia are Panca Perkasa Indonesia Konsorsium 
[Consortium of five Indonesian Companies] (PPIK), Purna Bina Indonesia (PBI), and 
Pertafinity. 


Sukamdani S Gitosardjono, chairman of the Services Compartment, who is also chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of PPIK, made the foregoing statement to reporters on 
Monday [2 November] at the Hotel Sahid. He said that the PPIK will handle the 
Cilacap oil refinery, together with its foreign contractor, Fluor Inc. Mean- 
while, PBI will work with Bechtel on the Bontang LNG [liquified natural gas] 
project, and Pertafinity will work with Bechtel on the Dumai project. 





Sukamdani said that PPIK will handle 200,000 working hours of the 1.? nillion 
working hours needed for the construction of the Cilacap oil refinery. The foreign 
contractor, that is, Fluor Inc, will handle 1.0 million working hours. 


PPIK is an association of sic state-owned and private domestic companies [sic; 
this is in contrast with the number 5 in the name of the consortium; perhaps a 
sixth firm was added after the name was adopted.]. This consortiums will form a 
joint enterprise with Fluor Inc. However, as the formation of a joint enterprise 
takes some time, an “interim agreement" has been reached so that PPIK can go to 
work. The joint enterprise has $1.0 zillion in capital, and the Indonesian side 
owns 65 percent of the shares in it, 


Since it began to work in July, 1981, PPIK has completed 23,000 hours of work. 
Beginning in November this rate of work will be increased, so that by the end of 
1983 it will complete 250,000 hours of work. When this level is reached, it will 
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mean that it will have exceeded the level of howrs of work required. However, 
this depends on the wishes of the foreign partner. “Reaching a level of just 
200,000 hours of work may lead to objections by the foreign company," Sukamdani 
said. 


The Cilacap oil refinery will be completed in about 1983/1984. When the project 
is completed, this will not yet mean that the PPIK has the same level of technical 
capacity as its foreign partner, because PPIK must reach a level of 1.2 million 
hours of wrk. 


Therefore, after the Cilacap project is completed, the consortium must seek other 
projects and must still work with a foreign partner, but with a higher level of 
hours of work. Thus, it is hoped that before 7 years have passed PPIK will have 
been able to take over all of the technology from the foreign partner. 


In the phase of taking over technology the schedule will be determined each year. 
For example, by the end of 1983 it is hoped that the PPIK will have the capacity 
of handling 50 percent of the project and the management of constriction. By the 
end of 1983 also, it is hoped that it will have achieved the capacity of handling 
28 percent of the engineering sector. e 
In the organization of construction management at Cilacap 25 key positions have 
been designated to be held by Indonesian employees of PPIK. By the end of 
December, 1961, 21 of these positions will be filled with Indonesian employees 
of PPIK, while the remaining positions will be filled as the construction of the 
Cilacap oil refinery project goes along. 


With the entry into activity of the three consortia of contractors, this means 
that in a phased way the projects now handled by foreign contractors will begin 
to be taken over by Indonesians. Some time ago the Indonesian contractors com- 
pleined that in the oil and natural ges projects ordered by Pertamina the role of 
Indonesian private firms only amounted to 5 percent, while the remaining 95 
percent was handled by foreign contractors. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF COAL MINING IN KALIMANTAN 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 3 Nov 81 p 3 


[Article: "Coal Mining to Be Developed in Area of 2.83 Million Hectares in East 
and South Kalimantan" ] 


[Text] Jakarta, HARIAN UMUM AB--The development of coal mining in an arza cover- 
ing 2.83 million hectares of East and South Kalimantan will shortly be undertaken 


by the PN Tambang Batubara company, working with three private foreign contractors. 


The cooperation agreement on the development of the coal mining was signed yester- 
day [2 November] at the Ministry of Mining and Energy by the principal director of 
PN Tambang Batubara, Achmad Prijono, and representatives of the joint venture firms, 
Atlantic Richfield Indonesia Inc and Utah Exploration (PT Arutmin Indonesia), and 
the joint venture between AGIP Overseas Ltd and Consolidation Coal of Indonesia 
Ltd. 


In the cooperation agreement it is provided, among other things, that PN Tambang 
Batubara will be responsible for the processing activity which will be undertaken, 
based on the agreement, while the contractor will bear all risks and a‘l of the 


expenses. 


Periodically, the contractors are required to report the results of their efforts 
to the government and gradually to reduce the area being exploited, so that the 
area proved to contain deposits of coal will, at the most, amount to about 25 per- 


cent of the original area. 


The contractor is obliged to turn over 13.5 percent of the coal produced to PN 
Tambang Batubara in its natural form. In this way the contractor is reimbursed 
for the costs of exploration and exploitation. 


The contractor is required to make an effort to prevent damage to the surrounding 
area and to safeguard the preservation of natural resources in the area concerned, 
Openings for work and the transfer of technology to Indonesian workers will be pro- 
vided on as broad a basis as possible, so that 75 percent of the overall positions 
will be held by Indoensian workers by the third year, and 100 percent by the 
eighth year. Among the technical staff, supervisors, directors, and experts 85 
percent of the workers in these groups will be Indonesians by the eighth year. 
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Four years after the production phase is begun, the contractor is required to 
offer his shares to the government or Indonesian citizens, so that by the 10th year 
after the beginning of production at least 51 percent of the shares involved will 
have been offered for sale. 


The obligation for the contractor to offer to sell his shares will continue to be 
in effect until all of the shares offered for sale are in fact purchased by 
Indonesians. f 


The cooperation agreement will be in effect for 30 years, counting from the begin- 
ning of the operations period. 


Minister of Mining and Energy Subroto considers that cooperation in the development 
of the coal is important, because this step is in accordance with Indonesian energy 
policy for using non-oil sources of energy. According to Subroto, sooner or later 
petroleum will be used up, and for that reason it is necessary to develop other 
sources of energy, like geothermal resources, natural gas, hydro-electric power, 
and biomass. The development of coal is important in the effort to meet the 
country's needs for energy. 


It is estimated that requirements for coal by 1990 will reach the level of 15 
million tons per year, and this is equftvalent to 60 million barrels of oil. 


Subroto also said that the development of this coal will have a major influence on 
the development of East and South Kalimantan.

{Text} IN A BID TO REGULATE THE FLOW OF MANPOWER TO OVERSEAS, PAKISTAN WILL HENCE- 
PORTH CONCLUDE GOVERNMENT-TO-GOVERNMENT AGREEMENTS REGARDING THE EMPLOYMENT OF PAK- 
ISTANI EMIGRANTS IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 


This was disclosed by Federal Minister for Labour, Manpower and Overseas Pakistanis 
Mr. Ghulam Dastgir Khan, while talking to newsmen at the inaguration of “Overseas 
Express” (a subsidiary of the Overseas Employment Corporation) here yesterday. 


Mr Dastgir said the first Government-to-Government agreement covering the recruit- 
ment and employment of Pakistani labour abroad would be concluded with the Arab 


Jamahirya of Libya. 


Some initial discussions in this regard had been held with the Libyan Government 
representatives dGuring his recent visit to that country last month, he added. 


Noting that Libya wanted to employ Pakistani doctors, engineers, skilled and seni- 
skilled workers in large numbers, he said both the countries wanted to do this in 
@ planned and systematic manner, especially in view of some recent untoward 


experiences. 


He hoped that a governmental level agreement providing for the future recruitment 
and employment of Pakistanis in Libya would be concluded during the forthcoming 
visit to Pakistan by Mr Abdullah Mabrouk, Libyan Minister for Labour, who is 
scheduled to come here on an official visit at the end of January, 1982. 


Overall Policy 


Regarding the Government's overall policy towards emigrant labour, Mr Dastagir 
said that efforts were being made to check all lacuna and loopholes in the exist- 
ing laws and regulations. 


The aim of the Government, he continued, was to put an end to the exploitation of 
_ poor and uneducated workers by unscrupulous persons. 


He recalled that the licences of about 750 “Overseas Employment Promters” (i.e. 
recruiting agents) had been cancelled for indulging in malpractices, while sending 
Pakistani workers abroad. 
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The Government would continue to take strict action against all agencies fleecing 
Pakistani emigrant workers, he added. 





Earlier, Mr Dastagir inaugure .d the new “Overseas Express” office, which is lo- 
cated in the Sea Breeze Plaza om the Sharae Paisal, near the Aisha Bawany Academy. 


Pakistani workers being recruited and 
poration (O&C) of which it is a subsidiary. 


The OFC sends between 1,000 to 2,000 workers abroad each month. The amount in- 
volved in purchasing air tickets etc. comes to a sizeable sum, and previously this 
went to private travel agencies. 


Pirst Priority 


In his inaugural address, Mr Dastagir said that the Government's first priority in 
its manpower policy was to provide adequate avenues for the beneficial employment 
of professional skilled and wiskilled workers within the country, and not to “ex- 
port labour” to other countries. 


He said, however, insofar as Pakistani workers were going abroad in the present 
circumstances, the Government wanted to prevent their exploitation by unscrupulous 
persons and to end all malpractices in this field. 


He said the chief purpose of the Overseas Employment Corporation was to help Paki- 
stani workers. 


He hoped that the OBC would continue to be of assistance to Pakistanis wanting to 
go abroad to secure honourable means of employment. 


Mr Dastagir stated that despite many moasures taken by the Government to regulate 
the flow of Pakistani manpower abroad, «ome unscrupulous persons were still cheat- 
ing poor would-be emigrants and further steps were needed to check such dishonest 
elements. 


He also said that the Government was trying to provide would-be emigrant workers 

with technical skills so that they could secure better positions, and recalled in 
this connection that about half a dozen vocational schools had been opened in var- 
ious parts of the country to provide necessary training and education. 


Welcome Address 


Earlier, in his welcome address, Brig. M. M. Afzal, Managing Director of the Over- 
seas Employment Corporation, said that about 35,000 Pakistani workers had been 
sent abroad through the OFC since its foundation in July, 1976. 


These 35,000 workers were remitting about Rs. 600 million to Pakistan annually, 
he added. 


He said that up to now, the OEC had been routing air traffic worth about Rs. 40 to 
70 lakh to the PIA per month, but henceworth a large part of this business would 
be handled by the new “Overseas Express” travel agency.

EDITORIAL DEPLORES STUDENT DISTURBANCES

[Text] While the academic atmosphere has not been too placid lately, events in 
Hyderabad and Nawabshah will cause considerable disquiet. Clashes were said to 
have taken place among groups divided on regional and ethnic lines. Though the 
existing state of affairs in the affected institutions has largely gone unreported, 
it is obvious that the new situation goes beyond the familiar pattern of student 
indiscipline and rowdyism. Intimations of the crisis were provided the other day 
by the Provincial Health and Information Minister when, in a speech in Hyderabad, 
he warned subversive elements trying to disturb the peaceful atmosphere in the 
educational institutions and said that "all those living in Sind are Sindhis and 
Pakistanis". The Vice-Chancellor of the Sind University also warned certain 
groups to refrain from indulging in activities prejudicial to order in educational 
institutions. A meeting was held to discuss measures for maintaining discipline 
on the campus. Later, a number of students of the Sind University and the Mehran 
Engineering University were either expelled or rusticated for a specified period. 
They were charged with activities prejudicial to the maintenance of discipline and 
academic peace. 


The intrusion of militant parochialism into some educational institutions is a dis- 
turbing development. It cannot be taken lightly. But any moves devised to counter 
this tendency will have to be well thought out. It is wise to impress upon stu- 
dents that their enlightened self-interest lies in acquiring education and striv- 
ing for academic excellence. Stringent action against known culprits is unavoid- 
able. Teachers and parents have a role to play. Finally, establishment of a 
proper educational atmosphere in institutions of higher learning will provide the 
best defence against recurring aberrations. Post-graduate students are expected 
to deal with issues at an intellectual and rational leve). Universities require 

a certain academic freedom and autonomy to be able to sublimate the students’ 
restless energy and to direct their idealism into constructive channels. Often, 
regional issues are used to camouflage discontent born of a lack of expression and 


participation. 
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DISCIPLINARY ACTION AGAINST STUDENTS REPORTED

"These students are wanted in F.I.Rs. registered with Gul-shan-i-Iqbal Station and 
as they have not surrendered themselves to the police they have been declared as 
absconders by the Home Department under MLO-137. 


“Anyone giving shelter to these persons would be liable to action undertthe Mar- 
tial Law. The relevant Martial Law Order reads as follows: 
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"No person shall protect, conceal, harbour, aid or assist any proclaimed offender, 
or rescue or attempt to rescue from detention, or resist or attempt to resist the 
arrest or recapture of any such offender or in any way abet the commission of all 
or any of the acts herein provided. 


EXPLANATION: In this order, “proclaimed offender” means a person who has been no- 
tified as such by the Government of Sind in the Home Department”. 
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CHRISTIAN LEAGUE VOICES DEMAND

isations and institutions, discouraging political involvement of those adminis- 
tering missionary organisation and institution, instructing cathedral schools 
to a Christian vigilance committee and implementing the national language Urdu 
in these schcols. 


Mr James Subay Khan regretted that missionary Christian organisations and insti- 


tutions’ adminstration still remained out of the purview of the country's laws

The factory would have the capacity to manufacture 70 million electric bulbs 
and electric tubes, he added. Work on the project was going on satisfactorily, 
he said. Thirty per cent of the capital in this project had been invested by 
Hungary, he pointed out. 


The ambassador said Hungary would also like to launch joint ventures in the 
field of rubber and rubber products, sports goods and drugs and medicines.

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ECONOMIST SUGGESTS PLAN FOR PAKISTAN TO MOBILIZE OWN RESOURCES

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MASSIVE DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR BALUCHISTAN 
Karachi BUSINESS RECORDER in English 28 Nov 81 p 8 


(Text) Quetta, Nov. 28--The Government of Pakistan has prepared a “master devel- 
opment plan” for the overall development of Baluchistan with the motivation of mak- 
ing this province self-sufficient. The plan which involves a total spending of Rs. 
2,000 crore will be spread over a period of five to six years and would be comple- 
ted in phases. The Federal Government would provide the funds as well as technical 
know-how for implementing the plan. 


This was stated by the provincial secretary for Planning and Development, Ata 
Mohammad Jafar while speaking at a radio news conference. 


The present government, he said, was paying great attention to the development of 
Baluchistan and was making record allocations. This can be guaged from the fact 
that during the period 1970/77 the average annual development budget stood at Rs. 
25 crore. This amount shot up to Rs. 35 crore annually during the subsequent two 
years and Rs. 40 crore last year. While this year, the provincial development bud- 
get stood at Rs. 50 crore. In addition, the Federal Government development alloca- 
tions for the year 1981-82 stood at Rs. 120 crore, he stated. This means that a 
total amount of Rs. 170 crore, both from the federal and provincial resources, is 
being spent during the current year on the development of Baluchistan, he added. 


Foreign Aid 


When asked if, besides country's own resources, other sources were also being tap- 
ped for financing the development of Baluchistan, the provincial secretary for 
Planning and Development said that an agreement had been signeé with Kuwait under 
which, an amount of Rs. 40 crore would be available for this purpose. This amount 
would be utilised for improving the water supply schemes of Quetta and Gadani, in- 
plementing 40 small irrigation schemes and providing electricity to another 100 


villages. 


The Buropean Economic Community is also providing funds for irrigation schemes 

of Kachhi area and the International Development Agency is giving Rs. 17 crore 
for taking up similar schemes in four different valleys of Baluchistan. There are 
bright prospects for getting handsome amount of aid from West Germany as well, he 
stated. 
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amount of Rs. 63 crore as its share from its gas resources. 


The Planning and Development Secretary further said that the private sector is 
also investing an amount of about Rs. 30 crore in the development of Baluchistan. 


Main Stress 


He said main stress was being laid for utilization Of funds on basic resources so 
that Baluchistan could be made self-sufficient. This province, he said, was full 
of natural resources such as copper, iron ore and chromite etc. and all-out ef- 
forts would be made to develop these resources. Emphasis would be laid on devel- 
opment of water and power resources so as to help in the development process, he 
stated. 


Baluchistan, he said, was connected with the national grid in the year 1977. The 
total capacity is in the range of 200 megawatts, of which, 100 megawatts is al- 
ready being utilised. Work on the completion c” the power development project 
for utilization of the remaining 100 megawatt is in progress. 


He said there were 4,500 villages in Baluchistan and of these 350 villages have 
been provided electricity under the village electrification programme. Efforts 
were being made that every home in Baluchistan got the electricity. 


He further said that last year an amount of Rs. 130 crore was spent on the devel- 
opment of Baluchistan--Rs. 90 crore from the federal resources and the remaining 
40 crore from the provincial resources. 


To a question, Jafar said that the Federal Government had ensured that the federal 


agencies would be available for extending all possible help in the development of 
Baluchistan. 
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KUWAIT WEEKLY ASKS GULF STATES TO STRENGTHEN PAKISTAN

[Text] Islamabad, Nov. 27--A prominent weekly of Kuwait, Al-Balagh, has called 
upon Pakistan's friends, especially the Arab states in the Gulf, to help Pakistan 
become economically stable and acquire a credible defence capability. 


This would serve the interests both of Pakistan and of its friends in the Gulf 
themselves, the weekly said in commentary on Pakistan's efforts to replace its 
obsolete arms. 


The "Al-Balagh” in its comprehensive commentary, said the role played by Pakistan 
in identifying itself whole-heartedly without any reservation in support of all 

Islamic and Arab causes high-lighted the relevance of Pakistan's security to the 
int rests of our Arab brothers. 


Any diplomatic or material assistance given by our Arab brothers to Pakistan would 
serve the interest of our Arab brothers, the weekly said, and added that: “a 
strong Pakistan automatically increases the strength of every Gulf state and of 
all Islamic causes.” This should be clear from the record of Pakistan from her 
very birth, it said. 


Al-Balagh underlined the disparity between military strength of India and Pakistan 
exposing hollowness of the Indian propaganda against Pakistan. 


It also nailed the Indian allegation that Pakistan had abandoned its non-aligned 
character by negotiating with USA. The veekly also made it clear that the inter- 
ests of Pakistan and the Gulf states were inter-dependent. 


Pakistan has been sincerely engaged for sometime in developing a tension free re- 
lationship with India and in evolving a workable understanding with it. Pakistan 
is not in competition with India and genuinely wishes to live in peace with her. 


Unfortunately, from the very first day of Pakistan's independent existence, India 
has campaigned ceaselessly against any strengthening of Pakistan's security. The 
purchase of even a single bullet by Pakistan has brought an uproar from India. 


An examination of the respective military resources of India and Pakistan shows 
the total hollowness of the Indian campaign against Pakistan's efforts to 
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strengthen its security. Pakistan's military equipment has become obsolete since 
U.S. aid was terminated in 1965. Absence of adequate financial resources and de- 
nial of U.S. and other military supplies have obstructed efforts for modernisation 
of Pakistan's armed forces. On the other hand, the Indian defence establishment 
has increased on a significant scale. Some particulars in this connection are 
given below. 


The Indian defence budget for 1980-81 amounts to over 5 billion dollars. The in- 
digenous defence industrial complex in India produces weapons worth 2 billion dol- 
lars annually. India has an safeguards. It conducted a nuclear test in 1974 and 
is estimated to possess about 100 kilograms of unsafeguarded plutoniun. 


Last year India concluded a deal with the Soviet Union for purchase of military 

equipment which was announced publicly. The Military equipment will be given on 
credit with repayment not in cash but in kind over 17 years at an interest rate 

of 2.5 per cent with a grant element of over 50 per cent. 


In other words, the quipment for which India will pay 2.5 billion dollars in goods 
would cost about 8 billion dollars in hard cash if purchased from the West. 


At the same time India has signed a 2 billion dollar agreement with the U.K. for 
purchase of 200 Jaguar aircraft. India is also purchasing large quantities of 
military hardware from Western Europe including submarines from West Germany, mis- 
siles from the U.S. , 


Pakistan's dialogue with the United States is only for the conduct of bilateral 
relations. As far as regional arrangements are concerned, Pakistan is totally com- 
mitted to the Mecca declaration stating that the security of the Gulf region was 
the concern of the littoral states themselves. 


There is no question of Pakistan entering into any secret agreement with the U.S. 
or giving U.S. any bases or facilities in Pakistan territory. Pakistan is neither 
receiving nor seeking military assistance from the United States. Pakistan, how- 
ever, retains its right to purchase defence equipment from the United States or 
other sources and to receive economic aid if offered without any conditions 
attached. 


Pakistan is conscious of the dangers to her security from the military presence of 
a supper power in Afghanistan. Pakistan is making every possible effort to reach 
a political settlement of the problem through the withdrawal of Soviet military 
presence from Afghanistan and the return of the unfettered right of the Afghan 
people to decide their own future, as a non-aligned member of the Islamic World. 
Pakistan already has nearly two million Afghan refugees on its soil which are a 
heavy economic responsibility for Pakistan. Pakistan, however, cannot, on humani- 
tarian grounds, throw out the Afghan refugees or accept a settlement which will 
leave a brotherly Islamic people under foreign control. 


There is a clear inter-dependence of vital interests between Pakistan and the Gulf 
states. The internal stability of the region, its security from external interfer- 
ence and continued economic and social development of the states concerned, are 
matters which affect the Gulf states and Pakistan alike. Pakistan presently the 
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buffer between the Gulf and the Soviet occupied Afghanistan. Any threat to Paki- 
stan‘s stability or security or any dominance of subversive forces in Pakistan 
will have its repercussions on the Gulf states. 


Both Pakistan and Kuwait have friendly relations with a large number of countries. 
However, if one considers the criterian of a general community of sentiment with 

the Arab World, an identity of vital interest with the Gulf states, the ability to 
be of mutual help in important spheres and the absence of any ulterior motives or 


suspicions, one finds Pakistan to be in a special position vis-a-vis its brotherly 
state in the Gulf. 
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NEW ORDINANCE REQUIRES INSPECTION OF EXPORT ITEMS

[Text] Islamabad, Nov 30--The President Gen Mohammad Zia-ul-Hag, has promulgated 
an Ordinance to control and regulate the business relating to pre-shipment inspec- 
tion of goods exported out of or imported into Pakistan. 


The Ordinance is designed to check effectively malpractices committed by a few ex- 
porters which brought bad name to the nation. It will also give necessary boost 
to the country's exports and help in building confidence among foreign buyers of 
Pakistani goods. 


The Ordinance is based on the recommendations made by a high-powered committee set 
up by the Federal Export Promotion Board with the Commerce Minister as its 
Chairman. 


Under the Ordinance, the Federal Government will appoint an authority for register- 
ing companies. It also provides for establishment of a council to be known as 
Pakistan Pre-shipment Inspection Council, consisting of member or members to be 
determined by the Federal Government. The council will extend required technical 
assistance to the authority in the execution of provisions of the Ordinance. 


The Ordinance stipulates that no company, organisation or institution, including a 
foreign company, which has not been registered with the authority, will carry on 
the business of inspection or issue a certificate of inspection. Anyone contra- 
vening this provision shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term up to 

three years or with fine or with both.

WATER THEFT IN KARACHI

[Editorial] 


[Text] The chronic water supply to Karachi has given rise to a host of social 
problems, water theft being one of them. In poor colonies, fed with community taps 
placed at intervals and supplying far less water than needed by the residents, 
there have been fights over a bucket of water, sometimes leading to murder. The 
waste of energy and time and the attendant agony form part of the problem. In cer- 
tain residential areas, a number of people have taken recourse to stealing water 
through suction pumps which makes inroads into the normal supply of water to houses 
not using the pumps. This is an unethical practice which deprives other people in 
the area of their legitimate share and must be condemned. A warning was issued the 
other day by the Karachi Water Management Board, to all persons using suction 
pumps. They have been told to stop the malpractice on pain of action against them 
which includes confiscation of suction pumps, heavy fines, disconnection of water 
supply and prosecution in a Martial Law Court. The Board has appealed to the pub- 
lic to point out the culprits either to KWBM or to the Martial Law authorities. 

We hope the warning and the fear of denunciation will discouarge these callous 
water thieves. 


Karachi has to live with the problem of short water supply till ayrangements for 
adequate supply are completed. But it is a gigantic problem involving huge ex- 
penses. Besides, even when all the funds have been raised, it would take quite a 
few years to lay the pipelines and all that. It is quite obvious, Karachiites have 
to wait for years to come before they get all the water they need. But their hard- 
ship can be mitigated considerably if the authorities adopt a fair policy of dis- 
tribution irrespective of the fact whether the area is poor or posh. For, partial- 
ity in this respect is all too clear. Only a few days ago we published a story on 
acute shortage of water in some areas forcing people to form long queues to get one 
bucket of water while in certain other localities, including the big hotels, swinm- 
ming pools brimmed with water. It looks too ugly a situation that millions of 
people have to fight for a bucket of water while some others-~-a fraction of these 
thirsty millions--should wallow in water. 


About a fortnight ago, over two dozen housewives from the Hussain D‘silva township 
in North Nazimabad submitted a memorandum to the Governor's Secretariat demanding 
enough water to meet their basic needs. The water supplies through tankers, the 
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memorandum pointed out, were inadequate besides being too costly. Om the Gover- 
nor‘s directive, the Karachi Water Management Board sent a few tankers to the area. 
This, of course, is only a temporary solution. Moreover, demand for water through 
tankers is not always met by the people concerned, unless they are paid for then. 
A few weeks back a resident in North Nazimabad got his request for a tanker coun- 
tersigned by the councillor of the area but the tanker reached his house after over 
10 days! 


The factors responsible for short supply of water include intermittent fluctuation 
in the daily quota, increasing use of suction pumps, maldistribution of available 
supplies within various sectors and sub-section of localities, malpractices of the 
valvemen and heavy withdrawals by tankers in areas like North Nazimabad against the 
overall quota of the township. In issuing a warning to the users of the suction 
pumps, the Karachi Water Management Board has taken the path of least resistance.

The mismanagement and corruption indulged in by the staff, the contractors and the 
tanker drivers is too well known. The KWMB has been right in warning the water 
thieves but it must also take steps to track down those sitting at the source it- 
self. And, above all, it should see that justice is done is distributing water on 
the basis of population to all areas. People resent water thieves but they also 
see no justice in a situation where millions fight for a bucket of water while the 
privileged ones enjoy abundant supply.

INCREASED LENTIL CULTIVATION IN SIND REPORTED

[Text] Khangadh (Suxkur), Dec. 2--Cultivation of pulse in Sind province has ex- 
ceeded the acreage target during the current Rabi season, said the Sind Food and 
Agriculture Minister, Sardar Ghulam Mohammed Mahar while talking to a growers 
Gelegation here today. 


He said that according to the latest field reports Channa has so far been culti- 
vated on 3.53 lakh acres against the target of 3.46 lakh acres, while sowing was 
still continuing in Sukkur and Thatta districts. 


Similarly, he said, Matar has been grown on 3.30 lakh acres as against the target 
of 3.21 lakh acres. Matar cultivation is in progress in Hyderabad and Sukkur dis- 
tricts giving an indication of further increase in sowing area. 


The Minister said that third important pulse of the season, Masoor is also being 
vigorously sown and so far 29,000 acres have been brought under its cultivation 
while the target area is 35,000 acres. Its sowing was still continuing and was 
likely to surpass the target. 


The Agriculture Minister said that target of these pulses for the current Rabi 
season has been fixed as Channa 1.12 lakh metric tons Matar 62.400 metric tons and 
Masoor 6.500 metric tons. 


He said that more acreage in pulses cultivation is expected to yield increased 
production of this fnod item thereby overcoming their shortage. 


He advised the growers to properly look after their crops against pest attack and 
seek guidance from the field staff.

133 were over age. The number of over-age locomtives will increase to 156 by the 
end of 1982.

The Ottawa-Hull Association formed in 
1971 had taken a similar initiative in 1977, he said, but the Steering Committee 
that had been formed at that time to arrange « convention to form a federation of 
the Pakistani Associations throughout the cou try did not arrange such a convention 
but itself called the federation. Dr. Hassan said, in addition to forming a feder- 
ation of the cultural organisations in different cities of Canada, his organisation 
was hoping to take the initial steps needed for building a Community Centre in Ot- 
tawa for Pakistani Canadians. The organisation has already collected 500 books in 
Urdu for a library which will from a part of the Community Centre. Another prior- 
ity, he declared, will be teaching of Urdu to Canadian-Pakistani children who are 
growing up.

The 
proposed bank, likely to start functioning some time in June next year, will 
deal exclusively with the financial issues concerning the medical profession. 
It will provide loan facilities to doctors, Government employees as well as 
private practitioners, to help them set up their own clinics, especially in 

the rural areas. Similarly, trained nurses who wish to set up their separate 
nursing homes would also be given loans. It will also help senior medical 
consultants who want to install latest medical equipment in their clinics. The 
Minister said the idea behind the scheme is to provide Pakistani doctors 

with the best facilities for all kinds of operation. This move will also 
discourage the trend among doctors to leave the country, he added. Dr Jogezai 
said the plan has been initiated by the Ministry of health after learning the 
difficulties being faced by the doctors. To another question the Minister said 
a four-member high-powered committee has recently been set up by the Government 
to provide more incentives inthe doctors’ service structure, an announcement 
about which is to be made shortly.

CONTINUATION OF TRACTOR POLICY--Islamabad, Dec 1--The Economic Coordination Com- 
mittee of the Cabinet, which met here today under the chairmansip of Mr Ghulam 
Ishaq Khan, Minister for Finance Commerce and Coordination reviewed the situation 
of the availability of tractors in the country and decided to continue with the 
existing policy. It noted with satisfaction that new units for assembly and 
progressive manufacture of tractors sanctioned by the Government will start com- 
ing into production from March 1982. The Committee was also informed that as 
against the previous year the licensing for import of tractors had gone up by 

323 per cent. The ECC approved a proposal of the Ministry of Petroleum for 

grant of an additional area of 4,287 square miles in the districts of Mianwali, 
Sargodha, Jhelum, Gujrat, Gujranwala and Sialkot to M/s Pakistan Shell Petroleum 
of Holland for exploration of oil. It also approved a new more favourable agree- 
ment with M/s Union Texas Pakistan under which 10 per cent discount on the 40 
per cent of Union's share of production of oil would be given to the Government 
if the oil is bought here. On the remaining 60 per cent a discount of 20 per 
cent would be allowed if the Government opts to buy that also. A price reduc- 
tion of Rs 10.86 per barrel of the crude oil has already been negotiated between 
the government and M/s Union Texas and it was also agreed that the Government's 
right of purchase would be enhanced from 12 per cent to 30 per cent of produc- 
tion--APP.
